Interested in Bill Introduced in 


Congress by Speaker Qlark.

Madison, Wis., Sept. 26.—Owners of 
the .3,000,000 acres of marsh land in 
Wisconsin are 
interested 
in a bill 
which has just been introduced in 
congress by 
Speaker Champ 
Clark 
providing for the establishment of a 
flood protection and drainage 
fund, 
for the 
purpose 
of draining swamp 
and overflowed lands. The measure 
is backed by the National Drainage 
Congress. State'Forester E. M. Grif- 
fith said today that the department of 
agriculture estimates that 
the area 
of Swamp 
and marsh 
lands of the 
United States is 
approximately 78 
000,000 acres, or about 4 per cent of 
of the entire country. 
A recent re- 
port of the Wisconsin 
Conservation 
commission estimated that there were 
nearly 3,000,000 acres of drainable 
marsh land in Wisconsin, or about 7 8 
per cent of the 
total area 
of the 
state. 


Three Possible Uses. 
"These lands are 
susceptible 
of 
three possible -uses, so far 
as our 
present knowledge of them extends, 
and their proper economic develop- 
ment antaiis a careful cons-deration 
of their value for each of the three 
purposes." said MVs. Griffith. 
"First 
they may be 
drained 
a.nd used for 
agricultural purposes. 
Second, they 
may be held until such time as eco- 
nomic 
conditions 
will permit the 
profitable marketing of the 2,225,000, 
000 tons of finished peat they are es- 
t mated to be capable of producing. 
Third, they may, when favorably sit- 
uated, be submerged and used as res- 
ervoirs for the regulation of stream 
flow, both for the benefits of water 
power and 
for 
the prevention of 


floods, 
it 
is probable 
that 
many 
marshes in their natural state are of 
importance as reservoirs, 
in connec- 
tion with this the effect of drainage 
of swamps upon flood conditions of 
the streams 
below 
them must be 
studied and the facts ascertained 
Results from Drainage, 
All ot us know something of the 
wonderful 
results which have been 
accomplished by the irrigation of the 
arid lands . of the western 
states. 
-Nearly twice as much land can be re- 
claimed by drainage, but if a work- of 
such magnitude as that proposed in 
tne bill introduced in the house, bv 
Speaker Champ Clark, it should be 
done under the direction of the gov- 
ernment, but with the financial help 
of the states, and the private owners 
whose lands are to be benefited. 
It 
is impossible to even estimate to the 
benefits which will be secured if the 
work is properly organized and well 
done. 


A nest, egg of $20,000,000 is provided 
in the bill to be supplemented by a 
specified portion of the proceeds from 
the sale of public lands.

MIGRATORY BIRD LAW 


IN FORCE WEDNESDAY 


Far 
Reaching 
Federal 
Legislation 


Known as Weeks-McLean Act 


Drastic in Provisions, 


[SPECIAL TO TUB BA2HTTE.1 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 2G.—One 


o£ the most sweeping and far reaching 
national game laws ever enacted will 
go into effect on Wednesday of next 
week, and the government has sent 
copies of the Weeks-McLean Migra- 
tory Bird Law to all parts of the coun- 
.try so as to give the authorities and 
the hunters throughout the country a 
chance to become acquainted with the 
provisions of the law. 


The law fixes the seasons for shoot- 
ing migratory birds and also divides 
the country into two zones, a northern 
and a southern, in order that the 
birds may be protected to the fullest 
'extent. Twenty-five states are in the 
northern zone, while the southern zone 
comprises the remaining twenty-three 
states. The shooting season for the 
two zones varies according to the clas- 
sification of the four classes of mi- 
gratory birds. 


Spring shooting is absolutely pro- 
hiited, as is the shooting of migratory 
birds between sunrise and sunset. 
In 
most cases three months ot open 
shooting for water fowl are allowed, 
and in no case will there be less than 
thirty days, when the birds may be 
shot during the period oC their great- 
est abundance.

Residents of Wisconsin wonder at 


the increased .taxation imposed 
by 


the .state government, .and 
fail to 


realize that .Wisconsin, in a 
small 


way. Is simply following the general 
treh'd'of the day and age in increas- 
ing; the expenditures of the 
govern- 


ment to the extreme limit. It is not 
Wisconsin alone, or Wisconsin tax- 
payers that suffer. 
Of course this 


state is the leader in the progressive 
policies, which always mean costly 
experiments in civil government, but 
still other states and even nations 
are experimenting, apparently to see 
how far they can go before the tax- 
payers rise in revolt. 


The Wall Street Journal says that 


extravagance by municipalities and 
local administration, states and gov- 
ernments will strike the future his- 
torian as being the most startling fea- 
ture of the present era. It is not 
that many of these projects, calling 
I'or vast sums of money, are 
not 


plausible, and .even desirable on their 
t'ace. It is that taxation everywhere 
has grown with fearful rapidity; and 
thai new enterprises 
are launched 


where the money is needed for bare 
maintenance; 
while no attempt to 


check extravagance in administration 
is made.

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MEDICAL MEN JOIN 


FOR SEX EDUCATION 


United States 
Bureau of 
Education 


Confronted With Vital Question. 


—Doctors Differ in Opinion. 
To what extent can sex instruction 
be given to the public schools? Wide 
difference 
of 
opinion - still 
exists 
among ^school men 
on the .subpect, 
judging-'from reports received at the 
United States Bureau of Education. 
There is widespread - recognition of 
what/President Poster, of Reed Col- 
lege; calls "The Social Emergency," 
and general agreement as to the need 
of action against the social evil, but 
when^it comes tp.the.questipri of what 
part-'the phbflc1 school shall, plkyj the 
ideas range from a detailed plan of 
sex 'instruction beginning in the ele- 
mentary schools to a determined op- 
position'to any form of sex education 
whatsoever. 
Professor Thomas M. 
Balliet 
of 
New York university, outlines several 
points of attack in sex education. He 
believes sev instruction can now be 
given, to the following groups: 
(1) 
To parents, by means of lectures; (2) 
to enlisted . men 
in the Army and 
Navy, where the need for it-is urgent; 
(3) to college students, both men arid 
women; (4) to young people in Y. M. 
C. A/s and similar associations. 
Dr. 
Balliet considers sex instruction.. to 
college students particularly valuable; 
because it will enable them to impart 
sex knowledge in turn to pupils in 
elementary and secondary schools, aa 
soon as the public is prepared for 
this step. 
. Recently medical men have joined 
hands with school men in the sex hy- 
giene movement. Dr. Hugh Cabot, a 
distinguished physician of Boston is 
one.of the leaders in the demand for 
sex/instruction in the schools. 
He 
declares that the-policy of silence and 
punishment as practiced in the past 
has failed. He suggests 
education, 
rather than punishment, as a remedy 
for .social evils. He says: "Sooner 
or later we shall come to realize that 
teaching the comprehension 
of the 
sex instinct is the 
function of the 
public school, though we are far from 
such a realization 
today.'1 
Other 
members of the American Federation 
of Sex 
Hygiene, -including 
former 
President Elliot, of-Harvard, who is 
the head of the organization, 
hold 
equally positive views of the need for 
sex instruction! 
On the other hand,: there are many 
both among educators and physicians, 
who see danger in sex instruction in 
the schools. Dr. Tierney, 
president 
of "Woodstock, College, Maryland, ex- 
presses the fear.that is in the minds 
of many thinkers, when he says: 
"Sex instruction is apt *.o put forward 
by some years toe time of suggestion 
and temptation. 
Safety lies in divert- 
ing the attention from sex details." 
Officials of the Bureau of Educa- 
tion believe that the sex hygiene ques- 
tion is about to assume great import- 
ance in many -school systems. Chi- 
cago is now struggling with the prob- 
lem; the board of education has ap- 
propriated money to provide lectures 
on sex hygiene to parents and 
to 
groups of high school pupils, with the 
ultimate idea of extending sex instruc- 
tion to the elementary schools if the 
exeriment with older pupils proves 
satisfactory. Teachers in New York 
and other cities report considerable 
success in incorporating sex instruc- 
tion into elementary work in biology. 
State Stiperntendent Hyatt, of Cali- 
fornia, has issued a leaflet on sex in- 
struction that has been considered 
worthy of distribution by the "United 
States Government, while the Amer- 
ican Federation of Sex Hygiene, car- 
rying out its plan 
of constructive 
work, against the social 
evil, has 
drawn up what is probably the most 
careful outline yet devised 
for sex 
education at every stage of life, both 
in school and at home.

some other 
warring 
tendencies struggling within 


himself? 
And why shouldn't it. be so? 
Isn't all" life more or less a contradiction? 
Day 
contradicts night; winter contradicts summer; hirlh contradicts death. 
All 
through nature, opposing forces in eternal war product; eternal harmony and 
fitness, and man's nature inevitably repeats the eternal conflict. Strength of 
character is not excessive development in any direction. .It is the balanced 
development of. opposite tendencies, the eternal harmony of eternal conflict 
and contradiction. 
There must be both warp and woof to make the doll;. There must be 
idealism, and practicality; inhibition and impulsiveness; thrii'tiuess and the 
ability to forget thrift;-or other tendencies as opposite to make up the warp 
and woof of character. 
Invariable consistency is the mark of a small and simple nature. 
Prog- 
ress and force often contradict their past by present performances. "The 
old order changeth yielding place to new, and (.:c.il fuliills himself in many 
ways lest one good custom should corrupt the world." 
So do not be surprised to discover in yourself complex and warring 
tendencies.

beets, 
corn, beans, onions, carrot's.and many 
more things which the 
housekeeper 
could readily see made into an appe- 
tizing meal. 
This between hay and grass 
time 


is frequently very good for us, as we 
are apt to give more time to invent- 
ions and careful 
making of 
dishes 
which we hurry over when the har- 
vest is full and it is .just waiting in 
plenty to be cooked. 


Use More Cereals. 
'We can begin to use more cereals 
now that the weather is cooler 
and 
combine them with fruits. Most fami- 
lies have fruit for breakfast, and 
us 


many more have or know they should 
have a. cereal, so a combination of ihe 
two is not unusual. Everyone cannot 
eat a raw'apple for breakfast, but no 
one objecls'to apples' cooked-in every 
conceivable way for the morning meal

Growers Begin to Doubt Feasibility of 


Planting Crops After Last of 


June. 


There were several crops of tobacco 


when, were caught by the frosts ot 
this week although 
it is estimated 


that the loss to the county will 
be 


less than ten per cent of the 
total 


crop, with some salvage at that. How- 
ever, it brings up the interesting ques- 
tion of late 
planting. 
The 
crops 


caught were for the most part planted 
early in July and even the middle of 
the month,.although the ground was 
ready long before the p'iants were 
not. 


One grower who had ten acres af- 


fected by the frost is seeking some ad- 
vise to secure the early 
growth • of 
plants and has written to the agricul- 
tural experimental station at 
iVIadi- 
son on the sobject. 
He belives 
the 
Question of growing sets earlier than 
usual will solve the problem 
and 
save the farmers thousands of dollars. 
The Edgerton Tobacco Reporter says 
of the crop conditions that it looks 
very much as if the market condi- 
tions would warrant the paying of 
very fair prices for the 1913 tobacco 
crop, whether the sales are made now 
or late. If we view the situation cor- 
rectly, then there are some very good 
reasons why early buying ought not to 
be expected. The dealer who expects 
to pay strong prices for tobacco 
cer- 


tainly would be justified in waiting 
until the crop is cured and ready for 
market, so he could see what he was 
getting for his investment. No one 
can blame him for wanting to reduce 
the hazard of the 
speculation to a 


minimum. Many a packer has an op- 
portunity to witness the folly of in- 
discriminate field buying while samp- 
ling his holdings of 1912 this season 
where the results of harvestng green 
tobacco are .apparent 
on every hand 


in the unusual per cent ol damage en- 
countered. Experience very often is 
a dear teacher and the local packer 
who risks his capital in a speculation 
always attended with more or h3Es haz- 
ard is quite chary about 
repeating 


:hat of the past few years in the buy- 
.ng of immature tobacco in the fields. 
If for no other reason there is ample 
excuse for letting the present crop 
alone until it is in condition for mar- 
ket.In the face of the Paul law designed 
to prevent the early sales of tobacco 
,he buying movement is gaining some 
headway during the week and possibly 
a few hundred acres of the new crop 
las been contracted for in scattering 
sales throughout the growing sections 
of the state. Except in the Vernon 
county section none 
of the larger 


operators have as yet been drawn into 
he movement but no one can tell how 
soon the country 
districts will be
